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Mold  Cottage  Hospital  Report,  1928. 

FOLLOWING  the  successful  efforts  for  the  Hospital  Jubilee  in  the 
Autumn  of  1927,  the  past  year  has  been  comparatively  uneventful, 
although  much  quiet  steady  work  has  been  done, 

111  in-patients  were  admitted,  the  beds  being  occupied  for  1960  days, 
as  compared  with  1502  in  1927,  and  1705  in  1926. 

In  addition,  no  less  than  234  cases  received  emergency  treatment,  and 
it  would  be  difficult  to  over-estimate  the  value  of  this  skilled  nursing 
service,  whicn  is  available  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  or  the  comfort 
to  both  patient  and  Doctor  at  times  when  an  anaesthetic,  quickly  and  easily 
given,  means  great  relief  from  pain. 

Financially,  the  position  is  good,  although  the  ordinary  expenditure 
for  the  year  has  increased  considerably,  but  the  income  has  gained  £219/2/0, 
as  compared  with  1927,  which  is  most  satisfactory. 

This  is  largely  due  to  the  regular  subscriptions  from  works,  among 
which  the  generous  contribution  of  £105  from  the  workers  and  management 
of  Messrs.  Courtaulds  must  be  mentioned,  and  also  to  the  kindness  of 
those  who  have  arranged  Entertainments  in  aid  of  the  funds. 

A  real  offering  of  service  by  the  young  of  the  town  and  district,  must 
be  recorded  this  year,  in  the  delightful  performance  of  the  Revue 
“  Hello,  Mold.”  No  doubt  it  was  great  fun  for  all  concerned,  but  fun 
not  free  from  sacrifice  and  very  real  hard  work  at  rehearsals,  especially 
for  the  organisors  and  leaders  in  the  company,  and  the  splendid  result  of 
£71/0/5  sent  to  both  the  Hospital  and  the  Mold  Nursing  Association  proves 
how  thoroughly  well  that  work  was  carried  through.  \»  ell  done,  everybody  ! 

Mrs.  Pennant  Lloyd  again  arranged  “  Rose  Day  ”  most  successfully, 
and  Mrs.  Philips  “  Pound  Day,”  and  Mrs.  Wright  the  Collection  of  Eggs, 
which  mean  so  much  in  the  reduction  of  house-keeping  costs.  jlO  all  tho^e 
who  helped  in  the  success  of  these  annual  efforts,  and  also  to  the  members 
of  the  Buckley  Choral  Society,  the  Mold  and  Deeside  Football  Club,  and 
those  who  took  part  in  the  Carnival  at  Tryddyn,  this  Report  must  bring  a 
message  of  very  grateful  thanks. 

Mrs.  Frank  Davies  and  her  many  collectors  of  silver  paper  have 
added  no  less  ttan  £5/8/0  to  the  funds.  Will  everyone  please  remember,  that 
the  smallest  quantities  help,  and  can  be  left  at  any  time  at  4,  High  Street. 

Among  the  special  Donations  of  the  year,  the  gift  of  £118/2/11  from 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hartley  for  the  purchase  of  £150,  3|  %  Conversion  Loan 
to  secure  in  perpetuity  an  annual  subscription  of  £5/5/0,  gives  a  suggestion 
which  other  friends  of  the  Hospital  may  care  to  adopt.  It  is  the  first  time 
that  any  subscription  has  been  capitalised  in  the  life  time  of  the  donor. 
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Unfortunately,  Sunday,  October  31st, was  stormy,  wet  and  cm-,  which 
has  caused  a  measurable  reduction  in  the  offerings  from  the  Churches,  but 
the  sympathetic  interest  and  help  of  the  Clergy  and  Secretaries  of  all 
Denominations  must  again  be  most  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Our  Medical  Staff  suggest  that  a  small  X-Ray  apparatus  for  the 
examination  of  fractures  would  be  very  valuable,  the  estimated  cost  being 
about  £100,  and  Matron  asks  for  sun  blinds,  which  would  add  to  the 

comfort  of  patients  enjoying  open  air  treatment  in  the  garden. 

No  report  can  close  on  a  note  of  complete  content,  for  the  needs  of 
any  modern  service  in  the  cause  of  healing,  both  increase  and  change  with 
the  progress  of  medical  science. 

Then  taking  a  wide  view  of  the  medical  and  surgical  needs  of  the 

district,  and  having  regard  to  the  cases  which  often  have  to  wait  for 

admission  elsewhere,  there  seems  a  very  real  need  for  closer  co-operation 
between  Hospital  authorities,  and  a  greater  flexibility  in  the  rules  under 
which  the  Approved  Societies  can  grant  Additional  Benefit  foi  surgical 

cases,  if  the  best  possible  service  is  to  reach  tholb  who  are  still  urgently 
in  need  of  care.
